Famed musicologist and former mayor 
receive honorary degrees at Fall Convocation

A former Mayor of Victoria and an 
internationally renowned musicologist 
will receive honorary degrees at UVic’s 
annual Fall Convocation to be held Nov. 
29 at 2:30 p.m. in the University Centre 
Auditorium. 

UVic Chancellor Dr. William Gibson 


will preside at the ceremony at which 
Hugh Stephen, Mayor of Victoria from 
1967 to 1969, will receive the Honorary 
Degree of Doctor of Laws. Ida Halpern, 
well-known for her work in recording and 
preserving B.C. native music, will be 
recipient of the Honorary Degree of 
Doctor of Music. 

Degrees, certificates and diplomas will 
also be awarded to 410 graduates of the 
1985-86 academic year. Nearly one-half 
of the graduates this fall have taken 
degrees in Education, the requirements 
for many of which were completed this 
past summer. Summer school is a tradi¬ 
tional time for teachers to complete their 
degrees, as most of them cannot adjust 
their work schedules to attend classes at 
other times. 

Hugh Stephen has been associated 
with UVic for more than 30 years—as k 
major fundraiser, Chairman of the Board 
of Governors, Honorary President of the 
UVic Alumni Association, and currently 
as Director of the University Foundation. 
Along with his service as Alderman and 
Mayor of Victoria, he has given leader¬ 
ship to many local institutions, including 
the Victoria Conservatory of Music, the 
Art Gallery of Greater Victoria, Brent¬ 
wood College and the YM/YWCA. 

Stephen has served on the Victoria 
Advisory Planning Committee and was 


instrumental in the creation of the 
Regional Planning Board and Park 
Authority. His successful career in 
business as owner and manager of New 
Method Laundries in Victoria began in 
1946, and led to his appointment to the 
board of several major corporations. 

Born and educated in England, 
Stephen, at the age of 15 embarked on a 
career in journalism. He moved with his 
family to Canada in 1938 and upon the 
outbreak of World War II, enlisted in the 
5th B.C. Coast Regiment. He learned 
Japanese, then served in the Canadian o 
Intelligence Corps for the balance of the ^ 
war. ^ 

Ida Halpem is internationally acknow- ^ 
lodged to have “saved” for posterity the « 
rich heritage of B.C. native music before ^ 
it was lost forever. Her greatest gift to 
Canada and to world culture came with S 
her exhaustive pioneering studies of the ^ 
music of the native people of British 
Columbia, among the most sophisticated 
of any North American native culture. 
From a v^kiety of far-flung sources, she 
recorded some 350 songs now in the 
collection of the National Museum of 
Man in Ottawa, some of them reproduced 
on four albums by the Folkways Ethnic 
Library. 

Halpem arrived in Vancouver in 1939 
from Austria where she had received her

Ph.D. in musicology from the University 
of Vienna in 1938. She soon made her 
mark in music circles as critic, consultant 
and teacher, introducing the first courses 
in music at the University of British 
Columbia, and helping to establish the 
B.C. Opera, forerunner to today’s 
Vancouver Opera Association.

One of the most respected workshop 
leaders in the province, Farquharson has 
an outstanding record as a classroom 
instructor and leader in teaching 
methods and adult education. 

“Because of the short notice in 
announcing the 1986 awards, we had 
thought that we might have to deal with 
relatively few nominations,” wrote Dr. 
Christopher Knapper, director of Teach¬ 
ing Resources and Continuing Education 
at the University of Waterloo, in the letter 
informing Farquharson of his award. 

“In fact the response was simply 
overwhelming... The volume of material 
was extensive, and the quality of 
nominations exceptionally high. For 
example, a substantial majority of those 
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nominated had already received some 
other award for teaching firom their home 
university or professional association. 
Naturally, the choice facing the selection 
committee was an extremely difficult one, 
and many outstanding teachers were 
necessarily passed over. At the same 
time, I hope you will agree with us that 
there is an especial honor in being 
selected as one of only 10 recipients of the 
1986 award from such a large pool of 
nominations.” 

' The main tangible benefit of the award 
for Farquharson and the other 3M 
Fellows was attendance at a seminar on 
teaching, held at Chateau Montebello, 
Quebec, Nov. 9 to 12. 

Farquharson holds a B.A. from 
Bishops University, an M.S.W. from 
McGill, and an M.Ed. and Ed.D. firom the 
University of Toronto. He was one of the 
first faculty members recruited to the 
UVic School of Social Work, which 
opened in 1975, and contributed to its 
curriculum development.

National 

enrolment 

rises 

The number of students enrolled at 
Canadian universities is up again slight¬ 
ly this year, marking the seventh year in 
a row that enrolment has increased, 
according to an Association of Universi¬ 
ties and Colleges of Canada survey. 

According to the AUCC survey, re¬ 
ported in notes from aucc, full-time 
undergraduate enrolment is up by 1.3 per 
cent this fall, while the number of part- 
time xmdergraduates has increased by 1.0 
per cent. The largest increases in full-time 
undergraduate enrolment are in New¬ 
foundland (6.3 per cent) and Saskatche¬ 
wan (4.4 per cent). 

AUCC officials note that this year’s 
enrolment increases are more evenly 
distributed across the country with less of 
the regional variations seen in previous 
years. Graduate enrolment too is up 
across the country, particularly at the 
full-time level. 

Again this year the number of visa 
students is down across Canada, with a 
12 per cent drop at the undergraduate 
level. 


Museum Studies course 
goes abroad 

McMichael Canadian Collection, the 
Group of Seven Museum outside 
Toronto, since the course became availa¬ 
ble for sale in June of this year. 

Prepared as an extension program of 
the Department of History in Art of the 
UVic Fine Arts Faculty, Museum Stu¬ 
dies is designed as a core course in the 
Diploma Program in Cultural Conserva¬ 
tion. It can be taken for credit by diploma 
candidates, or for independent study 
and reference. 

The course is divided into six sections 
of 2,100 pages and five and one-half 
hours of video, all originally produced at 
UVic. 

Course author is Martin Segger, Direc¬ 
tor/Curator of the Maltwood Art 
Museum and Gallery, and professor in 
the History in Art Department. Project 
manager Joy Davis of University Exten¬ 
sion worked with Segger on the course 
development and is now handling the 
course marketing. 

The list of institutions which have 
acquired the six-part print and video 
package, beheved to be the only course 
package of its kind, is growing steadily. 

The McMichael Canadian Collection 
purchased eight complete print pack¬ 
ages and one set of videos, which they 
are using for active staff development, 
says Davis. 

And “a real feather iii our cap” she 
says, is the purchase of course compo¬ 
nents by the International Centre for the 
Study of the Preservation and the Resto¬ 
ration of Cultural Property of UNESCO, 
in Rome. 

Centre gets grant to improve 
computer speech system 

The Science Council of B.C. has awarded 
a grant of $35,000 for the development of 
an automated system for computer¬ 
generated speech output to the Centre for 
Speech Technology ^search, located at 
UVic. 

The system is being developed in the 
Speech Technology Research Centre’s 
linguistic laboratory in the Clearihue 
Building. 

Working on the system to develop an 
efficient, high-quality system for 
production of English speech by micro¬ 
computer are the Centre’s director Craig 
Dickson, NSERC research fellow and 
adjunct assistant professor of Linguistics 
Dr. Stephen Eady, and research assis¬ 
tant Sue Urbanezyk. 

The new system will enhance the 
Centre’s ability to deliver voice-oUtput 
systems to industrial clients in British 
Columbia and the rest of Canada, Eady 
states. 

“The new system we are developing 
will be much quicker, and will make us 
more efficient. Right now, essentially, we 
have to develop each vocabulary item 
that we have separately, when we 
develop a speech system. 

“For the new system, we are developing 
an inventory of about 800 basic speech 
units, called demisyllables. We will be 
able to synthesize all possible syllables, 
and therefore all possible English words 
and sentences from these.” 

In addition to creating the demisyl- 
lable inventory, the linguists are 
developing a program for the conversion 
of English text into the demisyllable 
units, in order to provide text-to-speech 
capability. 

The Centre currently has contracts 
amounting to $175,000 for the delivery of 
systems for automated information 
delivery and computer-assisted instruc¬ 
tion. 

One of their current contracts is with a 
local company. Pacific Education 
Systems, to develop a software package 


to teach English as a second language to 
Japanese students. 

The Centre is a non-profit laboratory, 
established in 1980, that is associated 
with the UVic Department of Linguistics 
and directed by members of the univer¬ 
sity and business communities. 

It is funded by its clients, with a 
mandate to transfer technology from an 
academic environment to government, 
industry and special interest groups. 

The B.C. Science Council has awarded 
the grant to the Centre through the 
council’s Assistance Grants for Applied 
Research (A.G.A.R.) program.

experience to the university and its law 
school, he notes. 

McLaren will take up the Chair 
following his arrival from U of C, where 
he was founding Dean of Law between 
1975 and 1984. He served, with similar 
distinction, as the Dean of the Faculty of 
Law at the University of Windsor 
between 1972 and 1975, following earlier 
service at the University of Saskatche¬ 
wan. 

The search for the new Chair holder 
ranged across Canada and into the 
United States and Commonwealth 
jurisdictions, in keeping with the 
international stature of the Lansdowne 
Professorships. 

UVic Law Dean Bill Neilson welcomes 
McLaren’s appointment, noting that 
“John McLaren will bring additional 
lustre to a young faculty that is already 
nationally ranked.” 

McLaren is currently the chairman of 
the Canadian Law Society Association, 
and was instrumental in establishing the 
Canadian Institute of Resources Law and 
the Canadian Law Teaching Clinic. He 
joins UVic law Profs. Murray Rankin and 
Richard Brown as an associate of the 
Canadian Institute of Advanced Re¬ 
search. 

McLaren will teach Torts, Insurance 
Law and either legal history or an 
advanced course in Torts and Loss 
Compensation. He will also act as the co¬ 
ordinator for a curriculum pilot project 
involving new course groupings, team 
teaching and senior level tutorials. 

McLaren, 46, obtained his first law 
degrees at the University of St. Andrews 
(Scotland) and University College, 
London, followed by additional post¬ 
graduate experience at Michigan.

Corwin conducts Fall scholarship concert 


This year’s fall scholarship concert, 
performed by the UVic Chorus and 
Orchestra with the proceeds going to¬ 
wards a music scholarship, takes place at 
8 p.m. in the University Centre Audito¬ 
rium.

The event marks the return of George 
Corwin as conductor of the combined 
ensembles after a year’s absence in 
Europe.

Students 

go to polls—again 

The AMS Board of Directors has decided 
to hold a second election Dec. 2, in the 
aftermath of a Supreme Court interim 
injunction removing Klaus Mulert from 
the presidential office he was elected to 
Sept. 23. 

The injunction—which results from a 
hearing launched by student Drina 
Mallinger—prevents Mulert from hold¬ 
ing office until he wins a new election or 
until a further court order. The court rul¬ 
ing found Mulert's election unfair 
because Mallinger had been removed 
arbitrarily from the ballot by the return¬ 
ing officer and the BOD. 

The AMS is operating temporarily 
under the direction of its vice-presidents. 

Nominations for the election close 
Nov. 25. All students are eligible to run, 
explains AMS manager David Clode. 
“This is the first time I can recall it (a 
second election) happening—especially 
under these circumstances.” 

Mallinger was disqualified a week 
before the election because of a poster 
carrying the name of a man who 
initially denied knowing the candidate. 
Later, on election day, he said he had 
confused Mallinger with someone else, 
and did know of her. By then, Mallin- 
ger’s material had been pulled out of the 
student newspaper’s election supple¬ 
ment and the AMS Board of Directors 
had confirmed her disqualification. 

Judge Dennis Sheppard of the Van¬ 
couver county court, sitting as a 
Supreme Court Judge in Victoria, said 
“Somewhat reluctantly I have come to 
the conclusion there should be an inter¬ 
locutory injunction to prevent Klaus 
Mulert from continuing as AMS presi¬ 
dent until he’s elected in a new and 
demonstrably fair election.” He 
awarded legal costs to Mallinger, mean¬ 
ing the AMS will have to pay her lawy¬ 
er’s bill for the hearing, which he 
estimated at between $600 and $1,000. 


From the Senate 

All student seats on the UVic Senate are 
now filled. The remaining empty seats 
were filled at the Nov. 5 Senate meeting, 
when three students were elected by 
acclamation and one by vote. 

Filling Senate seats by acclamation 
are Paul Beauchesne (Fine Arts), A1 
Black (Graduate Studies) and Jay McIn¬ 
tosh (Engineering). The seat for student- 
at-large was contested by Amir 
Namdari, Clifford Peters and Tim 
Kemp. After each candidate spoke on his 
experience and objectives, ballots were 
cast and the seat went to Kemp. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
expressed pleasure at seeing the number 
of candidates contesting the seat for 
student-at-large. 

A fifth student senator, Cojleen Mere¬ 
dith (Education) was elected earlier this 
fall, at the September Senate meeting. 

BOG Brief 

The Vancouver Foundation will contri¬ 
bute an additional $100,000 to the UVic 
Endowment Fund, which it helped to 
establish in 1984 for the purpose of 
increasing the numbers of scholarships, 
bursaries and awards to students. 

The UVic Board of Governors, at its 
Oct. 20 meeting, accepted the gift grant 
which, under the terms of the endowment, 
it will equally match with funds for 
student aid. 

Since it was started in 1984, the 
•endowment fund has grown to $600,000, 
contributed on a matching basis by the 
Vancouver Foundation and UVic. 

The Vancouver Foundation’s recent 
offer will bring the endowment to 
$800,000. 
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
